This Office Action is in response to the Amendment filed on July 22, 2004. Claim 
1 was amended. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

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a fuel supply device that supplies fuel to the engine in an 
amount equal to the target amount or the maximum limit whichever 
is smaller; 

an operating condition determining means for determining 
whether the current aircraft operating condition [[i s a cond i tion 
whoro tho dos i rod rato of i ncroaso in tho ongino output pow e r i s 
i ncreased ]] requires a rapid increase in the engine output 
power : and 

a switching means for increasing the maximum limit set by 
the boost compensator when it is determined by the operating 
condition determining means that the current aircraft operating 
condition [[ is a cond i t i on whoro tho dos i rod rato of i ncroaso i n th e 
ong i no output powor i s increas e d] ] requires a rapid increase in 
the engine output power . 

Allowable Subject Matter

system for a turbocharged diesel aircraft engine including: 

"a switching means for increasing the maximum limit set by the boost
